Pacilcnilroa4 Yonr memmOl'ialiiit~, tLe General Assembly of tlle State 
of Iowa, rc£:pectfully repreHnt, that in their opiuion, tho 
puhlic good r~qujres, and Imblic st:tltimcut demAnds ilia 
con&truction of a Jaihosd from the lIiiSOlUi river, on the 
western borders of the State of Iowa, to the Pacific ocean. 

AclYlllltapa. Your mt'morialists will n(Jt attempt to enumerate the ad· 
vantages that will a('crue to the people ot' ~he United States 
by the construction of such a road; all admit that it will 
have a tenden<'y to bind together the difl"erE'nt fo\tates and 
Territories of the Union in bonds of affection and interest; 
that it will develope and make available the re~outces of a 
great portion of the continent; that. it will give to our 
country the command of the China and 1<.:8"'t India tNde, 
and make it the thoronghfare 10r much of the commerce oC 
the world, and extend the blessings of civilizativn and 
christianity to places now tilled with ignorance and super­
.tition . 

.. ,,..... Your memorialim will not presome to dictate whether 
the General Government should em bark dir~tly in the COD­

struction of so Itreat a work, or whether it would be more 
p:rndeDt to aid private enterpriee iu its col..8truction, by 
pntl of land, mail contracts, ~c., yet your memorialiRt8 
do feel a deep intereet that the mOlt practieable ad adftlDo 
tlgeoUS route for this road should be adopted. 

PJattnau.,. Y oor memorialists firmly believe that the most feasible 
. lO1lte i. to be f"und in the valley of the Platte river, and 

thrriuab the South Pasa of the Bocky Mountams. It it 
the naturallUgbway to ~e lAor. of tho Paci1ic, from 1M 
w~ and.~n .Sta~, .and.the p~ . e~gran.t ~ to 
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Oregon and California, and if adopted, wonld materially 
~nefit those valuable and growing portions of our coun­
try. 

Your memorialif;ts therefore pray your honorable body Pra,.. 
to lo1anct.ion by your l.-gislativo action, tho publie demand 
for this entel'pl ise, aud take such stepe as your wisdom may 
dil·tate, to ellSllr6 the early commenc'ement and speedy 
completion of thi~ great national work, and for this purpose 
reql1~st a certifitd copy of this memorial to be laid before 
each branch of Congress.

DUTY O!f SUGAR AND KOLUSER. 

lIElJORIAL "e tbe General Anembly of tbe SlAte oC IoWA &0 CuD,_ iu Cayer 
of a -repeal of lhe duty on lug..r aod mol..aael. 

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State ofDuty ooero ... 

Iowa, J'espeC'tf'ully rf'present that, in the opinion of this 
General Asspmbly, the present duty of' thirty per cent. ad­
valorAw on sugar and molasses, imported from ahroad, im­
pose an onerous alld unnecP8sary burden upon the people 
01' the United States; lll1d in. view of the fact that these ar­
ticles, like tea and coti'pe, enter largely into tho consump­
tion (jf all classes of people, your memorialists beg to pr&­
.ent the tollowing fact8 for your coD8ideration. 

Your memorialists are satisfied, from an examination ofKo\....-ry. 
the subject, that this duty or tax of' 30 per cent. advalrnem 
o~ I'll~r and molasses was imposed to protect the coltiva:. 
'ion of sngar in the State of Louisiana, to' whi~h State the 
8u~ar cane is not indigE'nons, it being the natural growth of 
the tropics only; and by Buch protection the few planta-
tions in !hat State have amassed lal'llA fortunes, deriving 
princely r~tum8 from the capital in\'t~&ted in that product 
01' their agriculturE', and are now enabled, without the pro-
tection, to make fair profits on their investments.
